The law will
allow employers to give employees up to
$1,260 per year in transit value as a pre-tax
payroll deduction or a tax-free employee
benefit.

Program Launched

If so, you can take
advantage of a new, free service called
RideNow to connect you instantly with
other BART riders for carpools to
Dublin/Pleasanton BART.
